apply not only to actual vagrants, 
both black and white, but also to 
men who have 
no visible means of 


support, even though they do have 
money in their possession. 


The chief said the move was aimed 


to curb- idle cotton pickers, bootleg- 
gers and petty thieves. Notice of this 
action will be posted at once in all 
pool-hulls and wherever else men con- 
gregate, notifying those out of work 
to e?,t jobs in the cotton field, or 
wherever else offered,

Swap — Seed Oats for 


Ear Corn 


Many farmers are so handicapped 


financially that little preparation is 
being made to plant fall Oats. 


It has been demonstrated that fall-. 


planted oats are much superior to 
those planted in the spring, despite 
.the fact that fall oats are partially or 
completely winter-killed every year 
in four or five, says O. W. Ware, as- 
sistant director, in Charge of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas Fruit and Truck 
Branch Experiment Station. 


This section has never had a more 


abounclant supply of seed oats. It ap- 
pears, however, that few of these seed 
will be planted, as many of the farm- 
ers arc declining to spend for things 
not absolutely necessary. Because of 
the uncertainty of the future, every 
precaution should be taken to insure 
sufficient feed for next year. It is 
unlikely that two "bumper" feed crops 
will come in succssion. 


The Fruit & Truck Branch Experi- 


ment Station has on hand 500 bushels 
of recleaned Ferguson's 
Red Rust 


Proof seed outs which came 
from 


fields this year averaging approxi- 
mately (il bushels per acre, Seed of 
this quality are being sold for 55 to 
CO cents per bushel. The Experiment 
Station is offering to trade .these oats 
to farmers for ear corn— bushel per 
bushel. The present market value of 
corn is 35 to 40 cents per bushel. 
Quantities ranging from two to twen- 
ty-five bushels will be allowed each 
fanner. The corn should be brought 
to the experiment station for exchange 
where measuring and weighing equip- 
ment is provided. 


It is urged that interested farmers 


take advantage of this ofer as soon 
as possible as fall sown oats rarely do 
well when planted after the latter 
part of October. Where a seed drill is 
not available, ti is recommended that 
two-and-u-ha'lf bushels of seed be 
planted per acre to insure a good 
stand. Unless this is a.n exceptional- 
ly severe winter, no farmer can make 
a mistake in 'planting an oat field this 
fall,

, JHere Is 900 


Sam Gray Recalls Contest of 1903 on Holt Brothers' 


Plantation When Sam Hooker Set Record, Will 


Compton Picked 750, and Gray Was third 


With 650 Pounds 


Cotton-picking records seem to be 


in the air during this season oi heavy 
cotton yield. But Sam Gray, of Hope, 
tells of some old-time cotton-picking 
records which he believes may still 
stand. 


It was in the year 1903 when the 


Ozan bottom lands produced big 
yields. The cotton fields on 
Holt 


Brothers' plantation, then known us 
the Marzette farm, 
provided good 


pickings for three experts of that day 
and age. This farm, is now owned by 
the Lemley Brothers, of Hope. 


Sam Hooker, of Nashville, picked 


900 pounds of cotton in one day in 
this special cotton picking contest. 
Will Compton, also of Nashville, came 
out second best with a total of 750 


pounds. Sam Gray, then' of Jaka- 
jones, but now in Hope, won third 
place, with a total pick of 650 pounds 
of the fleecy staple. Lee A. Holt won 
the consolation prize with a score of 
600 pounds. Several others had big 
records in this contest, which was ap- 
parently designed to gather the cot- 
ton crop in a big hurry, possibly be- 
fore cold weather, or before the mar- 
ket went down. Still, it may have 
been staged merely to find who was 
the world's champion cotton picker. 


This particular cotton was of the 


Big Boll Green Seed variety, which 
helped somewhat in piling up the 
records. The yield that year averag- 
ed one and a quarter bales to the 
acre; also conductive to 'good piking.

]' NASHVILLE — (Nashville News) — 
.The' world's largest peach orchard, 
consisting of 4,500 acres of peaches 
.apples and-*.pecans, changed hands a1 
a'"fdreclosure 'sale nvthls city last Fri- 
day on the first bid offered, the en- 
tire property selling for $35,000, or 
approximately 7.80 per acre. The bid 
was in the name of Edgar L. Roy of 
St. Louis, and it is said that it was 
for the benefit of the holders of the 
first mortgage bonds, on which the 
foreclosure was had. The original first 
mortgage was for $100,000 and had 
been reduced to about $75,000. 


From information which had come 


from various sources, it was believed 
in advance that there would be several 
bidders for the property, but these 
failed to materialize when the sale 
was held. Since the holders of tKe 
first mortgage held $75,000 against the 
orchard, the sale was really for that 
amount, since this sale covers all 
property of the Bert Johnson Or- 
chards, Inc. 


The first mortgage was held by the 


Mississippi Valley Trust Company of 
St. Louis as trustee for the bondhold- 
ers, and the bidding was by Guy 
Phillips of that company. Mr. Phil- 
lips later stated that he believed the 
orchard will be saved for the district, 
and will be operated on a sound bus- 
iness basis. He did not indicate what 
plans his company, or the purchaser, 
liave for the operation of the orchards, 
but only stated his belief that it will 
be continued as an orchard in one 
unit. 


Beside the land, the sale covered all 


buildings, power equipment and other 
personal property of the company. 


Beside the first mortgage debt, there 


was a second mortgage on the prop- 
erty for $172,000 and a third mortgage 
for $125,000, both of which are wiped 
out, together with any open accounts 
against the company. 


Mr. Phillips stated that the condi- 


tions at present necessitated the fore- 
closure proceedings 
to protect the 


interests of the bond holders under 
the first mortgage. 


The sale was attended by a number 


of interested persons. 


The sale of the A. M. O'Quinn El- 


berta orchard on a foreclosure pro- 
ceeding by Walter E. Taylor, bank 
commissioner, for the insolvent Plant- 
ers Bank and Trust Company, was 
held at the court house here Satur- 
day morning, and the property was 
bought in for the benefit of the bank 
at $6,000.
